In the issue of the Nevada State 
Journal of the 5th inst., our attention 
has been called to the explanation of 
~ the County Clerk to that part of the 

grand jury report; concerning his offi- 
cial acts. 

In answer to what the Clerk has 
deemed a sufficient explanation, we, 
as a part of the late grand jury, beg 
to correct the impression which might 
be formed did we do otherwise. 

In the first place, the Clerk starts 
off with the assertion that, ‘‘We feel 
called upon,’ etc: Who are we? 
Does the Clerk answer for himself, or 
does he intend to answer the entire 
report of the, grand jury? We will 
here say that what we done as grand 
jurors was in accordance with our 
swern duty, and the fact that the 
Court ordered and instructed us to in- 
vestigate all the official acts of the 
county officers, and report the facts 
without fear or favor. With these 
admonitions bearing on our minds, 

‘we feel sure that each of the seven- 
teen jurymen performed his duty, and 
the work of investigation was per- 
formed, and the report as published 
was the result. And because we were 
unable to report everything in perfect 
harmony with all the county officers, 
we do not silently acknewledge to 
have maliciously and falsely repre- 
sented any one. And where the 
County Clerk intimates that the ‘‘late 
grand jury, or some of them had fully 
made up their minds when they were 
served with a summons that they 
would have a general growl, and in- 
stead of subserving to. the useful pur- 
poses for which they were assembled, 
they would blacken the official char- 
acter of the county officers.’ He 
says lie is not particularly sensitive, 
but when a person, or any number of 
rsons, Muliciously and de-ignedly 
alsify his official conduct, he deems it 
but justice that he should be heard. 
From what authority does the Clerk 
make up his miod that some of the 
grand jury had fully made up their 
mind when simmoned to have a 
growl, and blacken the official charac- 
ter of county officials; and why does 
he think that he was maliciously and 
falsely treated* by men whose duty it 
was to report facts! Is the Clerk or 
any other man called upon to answer 
facts by charging malicious motives? 
Could any of the members of the 
grand jury afford to transcend their 
duties in order to blast the reputation 
of any one? We assure the County 
Clerk that it was with the ut- 
most regret that we reported the 
facts concerning his official acts, and 
when he condescends to answer facts 
by charging malicious intent, he is 
doing something which his better)

Sutter Island, which is not levied, 
will soon. be drained if there is no late 
rise from the melting of the snow. 
Fruit trees and alfalfa have been badly 
injured, but there is time yet for a 
large vegetable crop. On, Grand 
Island the alfalfa and orchards have 
suffered considerably ;- the bank lands 
are now being cultivated. Andrus 
Island, being drained by the San 
Joaquin river, is fast recovering from 
the flood. Much of the island will 
give a crop this seasov. Staten Island 
is still covered with water, but it -will 
drain very rapidly into the Mokel- 
umne, and good crops are anticipated. 
Brannan Island is in. bad condition. 
avd the breaks are hard to ciose, 
Sherman Island is in a worse condi- 
tion than any of the other islands; 
everything has been damaged. Mer- 
ritt Island is still covered by water, 
and the deposit very large and valua- 
ble. Randall Island (a small patch of 
land) having escaped the flood, is in 
splendid condition.

The better class of the working- 
men now rule, and Dennis Kearney 
has been forever deposed. The sea- 
son of greater industrial activity has 
commenced, the cause of the laboring 
man has lost much of its fire, and, 
therefore, all ‘interets surrounding it 
flags. The grounds for apprehending 
fire and bloodshed in San Francisco 
have now little or no foundation, and 
quiet once more prevails in. the me- 
tropolis. Opposition to the party in 
question was its hfe. A notorious and 
naturally turbulent spirit sought tur- 
bulent expression. It was opposed, 
and the flames of passion ran high for 
a time, but the slumbering embers of 
rank disorder were never given oppor- 
tunity to exbibit their heated violence. 
The pessimists and croakers of the old 
parties, those who saw municipal and 
local corruption, like a hideous mon- 
ster with distended nostrils and fiery 
eyes, with colossal head and tainting 
breath, stalking through the land with 
the sole purpose of despoiling its pos- 
sessions and besmearing its citadels of 
power, and those who made, passed 
upon and enforced our laws with the 
foul excretions of public thieving, of 
dishonor, of violation of all respects for 
self or patriotism for State. These men 
saw a chance to unspleen themselves 
and pour upon the head and into the 
ear of the, workingmen much vile 
abuse of their superiors.

The evils occasioning 
labor and other outbreaks have their 
j origin in many sources. .All wrong 
does not.lie with the lower classes and 
the ignorant. The undue protection 
of capital and the fearfally corrupt 
status of politics in this country bas 
exerted.a baneful influence which is 
felt tnroughout the nation. A little 
purging of the cess pools is necessary, 
and as in the past, so in the present} 
many must unjustly suffer for the 
common good, and many knaves in 
broadcloth and filling office go unpun- 
ished.. But in this rugged crucible of 
public and sudden trial, the colored 
dross of slow reductive accumulation 
becomes aggregated into its normal 
blackening mass and is dumped into 
the re,idual pots for final rejection. 

About the religious sentiment which 
animated our fathers, we cannot rever- 
entially speak. All the honesty; 
which they possessed they received 
fullcredit for. The precepts of innate 
honesty are as strong to-day as ever 
they were, and if the rising genera- 
tion are taught intelligently the fun- 
damental principles of honesty and 
truth, of virtue and manliness, and 
the plaiu violation of these principles 
are promptly and fittingly punished, 
the government need have no fears 
but that in every section of our com- 
mon country the power of the right 
will at al! times prevail. 

There is a communistic spirit in 
many parts of the United States, 
which, if improperly managed, will at 
times give the authorities much 
trouble; but, if the aggressions of 
such elements in society are promptly 
suppressed, and every legitimate right 
and liberty accorded, communism in 
America is an evil which may never 
seriously mar the progress and _ har- 
mony of government regime and insti- 
tutions.

Abeut Postal Cards. 

An exchange says there is an absurd 
thing about postal cards that seems 
not to be generally known. A good 
writer, who gets things down fine, can 
put several thousand words on a card, 
and the cost is a cent; butif he pastes 
a printed slip on the card, the size of 
a postal card, and puts the card and 
slip in an open envelope, the govern- 
ment will carry card, slip and envelope 
for a cent; yet it charges six cents for 
carrying a postal card and slip with- 
out the envelope! Therefore, if you 
have occasion to paste a_ printed 
paragraph on a postal card put it in 
an envelope, and the additional weight 
will be carried four cents cheaper than 
the card alone goes.

PHOTOGRAPHING A Heart -BEat.— 
One of the most remarkable applic- 
tions of photography is that by which 
it is now made to register, and in the 
most accurate manner, the mechanical 
motion of the heart. The device by 
which this result is attained is indeed 
a triumph of inventive skill. It 
consists of a thin Indian rubber bag, 
to which a short glass tube 1s attached ; 
sufficient mercury is poured into the 
apparatus to fill the bag and a portion 
of -the tube, and the instrument is 
then placed over the heart of the 
person to be examined. Arranged in 
this manner, every pulsation of the 
heart is indicated by a corresdonding 
movement of the mercury of the tube, 
and, by suitable photographic appa- 
ratus, provided with a moving sensitive 
slip of paper, a perfect registration of 
the extent and rate of the pulsation 1s 
obtained. The interesting fact 1s 
made known by this process that the 
fall of the pulse sometimes takes place 
in sucessive horizontal lines, the 
colume reascendinyg two or three times 
before falling together.

SALMON ScCARCE.—For some reason 
not explained the run of salmon is 
unusually late this season—if it 1s to 
come at al!. In season heretofore 
hundreds of'fish have been taken daily 
by the fishermen on the fishing grounds 
here, but they have considered them- 
selves in luck to get as many as four or 
five this season, and there have been 
days when they have not taken a single. 
The fishermen up the river have been 
doing but little if any better this 
those here. Some attribute than 
scarcity to the taking of seed fish for 
the canaries last year. and to the 
capture of small fish by the Chinese 
with their fine mesh seins. Others 
think tiese causes may partly but do 
not wholly account for the scarcity, 
but that the run is delayed by some 
unknown cause, and that we shall 
have it latter along in the season.— 
Contru Cotsa Gazette.

EXPLANATION 


And Legal Opinion by District 


Attorney William Cain in 
Reference to the Last 
Crand Jury Report. 


To the Hon. Board of County Com- 
missioners of Washoe County, Ne- 


vada : 


In obedience with your request to 
advise you upon the several mattecs 
alleged and set forth in the report of 
the last grand jury, I have carefully 
examined the same, and herewith pre- 
sent the result of my investigations: 
I know of no statute requiring the 
Judge of a Court to order read, and to 


sign the minutes of each days proceed- 
ings. Many Courts pursue this prac- 


tice yet. I am also aware that others 


do not, and only sign them at the end 
of aterm and perhaps not so often. 
But this matter concerns the lezal pro- 
fessions mere than you, and as many 
eminent attorneys from all partsof the 
Pacific states practice here with full 
knowlede of the custom of our Court; 
the correction thereof lies in their 


hands. ) 
In regard to the alleged difference 


of allowance of expenses to witnesses 


from out of this county, I state that 


- in the La Point case the grand jury 


have not duly informed themselves of 
the facts as they appear upon the face 


of the orders, the witnesses did not at- 
tend the same number of days. Mc- 


Coy attended only 3 days, had a pass 


from Virginia city to Reno and back, 
andonly claimed 3 days board and 
lodgings, $10. 

John Freeman attended seven days, 


had nopass. Fare, board and lodgings 


for seven days, $27. 

James Walruth, 3 days attendance 
and fare from Virginia city to Reno 
and back, $16. 

The Court and myself are careful to 


allow only the actual necessary ex- 
penses of witnesses. 

McWorthy was subpoenaed in Oak- 
land, C.l. as follows: A subpoena in- 
forming him of the time of trial, was 
mailed to him, he admitted service, re- 
turned the subpcena thus accepted to 
Reno, and appeared here as a witness 
at the proper time. 

The itimizing of the expenses of 
witnesses is not the reason why we did 
not pay as large a sum of money to 
witnesses in the second trial of Rover 
as in the first, the true reason is as 
follows: 

At the end of the first trial of Rover 
Hon. 8S. 8. Grass, Deputy District At- 
torney of Humboldt county, Nevada, 
requested the payment of witnesses on 
the part of the State from Humboldt 
county. Some had come from Win- 
nemucca, some further away from 
there. Railroad fare both ways was 
$25 50, to Unionville of course some 
more. Time occupied in travel and 
atteudance, from 6 to 8 days. The 
affidavits on file fully set forth these 
expenses. Anallowance was made of 
$50 to each witness, the Hon. S. S. 
Grass considered this amount just 
and reasonable. | 

At the first meeting ofour Board of 
County Commissioners after the first 
trial of Rover, we telegraphed to Hon. 
Geo. Herding, the District Attorney 
of Humboldt county, what steps had 
been taken to repay us our money laid 
on their behalf; he gave an answer to 
the effect that he knew nothing about 
the matter, nor what his county 
would do. 

Ot course, on receipt of this answer, 
we were not very anxious to expend 
any more money for Humboldt county 
on the second trial of the Rover case 
than absolutely necessary. The sec- 
ond trial lasted seven days, the same 
witnesses were in attendance, railroad 
fare was the same, and time occupied 
in travel and attendance from nine to 
ten days. They again demanded their 
expenses of travel and attendance, but 
for the aforesaid reason the Court only 
allowed them $25 50 for railroad fare 
and $12 for board and lodging during 
all this time—being in each case some 
$10 or $12 less than their actual ex- 
penses, and thus, to the disgrace of 
Humboldt county for not making suit- 
able provisions, the witnesses had to 
get home as best they could. 

The Court and myself were greatly 
importuned to make them an extra al- 
lowance, but refused to do so. Nor 
does the law require an affidavit of 
witnesses setting forth the itemgof ex- 
penses when they are in attendance on 
a trial. An order of Court on the 
minutes, allowing a certain sum, and 
the presentation to the Treasurer of a 
certified copy of this order is all that 
is necessary. Of course this would be 
attended with Cierk fees, hence the 
itemized affidavits, asin other cases. 
(I vol. comp. laws, art. 1269.) 

I do not think the Court erred in 
allowing counsel fees exceeding $50 
in the defense of Rover. Uponanafii- 
davit of M. S. Bounifield that he had 
been duly appointed by the District 
Court of Humboldt county as an at- 
torney for Rover, had followed the 
case froin there to Washoe county, he 
was entitled to a larger compensatiun.

In December, 1876, the Board 
placed in my hands for for collection 
all the delinquent taxes of 1873-5-6. 
[In April, 1877, I filed my report and 
Treasurer's receipts of all moneys then 
collected thereon by me, and of all 
judgments recovered by the county 
against delinquents still unpaid.

On the Ist day of January, 1878, I 

filed my final report and Treasurer's 
receipts, and stated in said report that 
I bad then collected all the delinquent 
taxes for those three years except $81, 
for which the county holds judg- 
ments. The names of these parties 
are on this report. Any information 
justifying the issuing of an execution 
thereon will be thankfully received. 
In December, 1877, the delinquent 
list of 1877 was placed in my hands. 
The law requires that on the first Mon- 
day in May, and every three months 
thereatter, I shall file my report of all 
moneys received io my official capa- 
city, and pay the same to the T:eas- 
urer. 
Having collected some $350 in the 
months of January, February and 
March, I paid the same to the Treas- 
urer and made my report to the Board 
wod County Auditor. During the 
first part of April I received the taxes 
of the Con. Poe Mining Co., and sev- 
eral others, amounting, perhaps, to 
$250 more, for which I gave my re- 
ceipts. Seeveral parties, not wishing 
to be sued, paid me part of their taxes, 
which I simply noted on the margin 
of the delinquent list, giving no re- 
ceipt until fully paid.
